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PREFACE. 

SiKOE holy matrimony was ordained in 
great part " for the mutual society, help, and 
comfort, that the one ought to have of the 
other, both in prosperity and adversity," 
it would not seem that many words were 
necessary to persuade all married persons 
who desire "to live together in godly love 
and honesty," and to "see their children 
christianly and virtuously brought up," how 
greatly the pra<jtice of praying together alone, 
once in the day, would conduce to their mu- 
tual help, comfort, and encouragement in 

holy living. Such persons should be well 
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iv PEEFAOB. 

aware of the numerous daily causes, which 
would render mutual confession, and mutual 
prayers for pardon, and for aid, as well in 
the regulation of their behaviour towards 
each other, as in the Christian goyemment 
and training of their children and house- 
holds, an exercise most comfortable and re- 
freshing to the soul. To these, and to aU 
who may be disposed to commence so desir- 
able a practice, the following manual is 
offered, not without a hope that it may be 
found to assist their devotions : for which 
indeed some form seems absolutely indis- 
pensable. 

The little book now presented to the 
reader has been formed out of a much larger 
collection of prayers, the result of several 
years' gradual accimiulation, entirely for pri- 
vate use; collects having been added from 
time to time from various sources, as tboy 
were found suitable for the immediate ,pur- 
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PBErAOE. V 

pose, while a few were compiled or written 
for special reqiiireineiit. It was not tiU it 
became necessary for the convenience of use 
to re-arrange the whole, that in the progress 
of this employment the thought occurred 
that these prayers might be useful to others ; 
and with this object in view, they have sub- 
sequently been the more carefully selected 
and prepared. And here the valuable sug- 
gestions of a judicious and experienced friend, 
who most kindly consented to revise the 
press, are thankfully acknowledged. 

To those who are acquainted with the 
ancient Liturgies, it will not appear surpris- 
ing that aU the prayers of a general nature, 
as Confession, Intercession, Thanksgiving, 
have been taken exclusively from, those rich 
treasuries of Catholic devotion ; to which in- 
deed our own incomparable Liturgy is so 
much indebted, as to have led the learned 
Dean Comber to say, in his exce\\ftTAi ^sdAX

just encomium of it, that " most of the words 
and phrases being taken out of the Holy 
Scriptures, the rest are the expressions of the 
first and purest ages ; and in the opinion of 
the most impartial and learned Grrotius, (who 
was no member of, nor had any obligation to 
this Church,) the English Liturgy comes so 
near to the primitiye pattern, that none of 
the reformed churches can compare with it*." 

The collects in this book which are suited 
exclusively for the use of married persons and 
parents, hare been selected chiefly from Eng- 
lish Authors, among whose works however 
they are but sparingly to be foimd. 

The use of separate collects, each con- 
fined to its own, or to very kindred subjects, 
was deemed preferable to one prayer of 
greater length, necessarily embracing a va- 
riety of distinct subjects, whether more or

less mixed together, or in succession. And 
it need scarcely be said that for this form an 
uoimpeachable authority, as well as an ad- 
mirable model, presented itself in the Book 
of Common Prayer, suggesting at once the 
most obvious and necessary subjects, and 
the succession in which they should stand : 
Confession, the Lord's Prayer, Petitions for 
Diyine Ghiidance and Protection, a Prayer 
for each other. Intercession for children and 
others, Thanksgiving, and a Prayer of Bene- 
diction. 

It wiU be obvious, since the principal 
Course of prayer in this book is adapted for 
one part of the day only, (the evening having 
been selected as the period least liable to 
interruption,) that it is by no means intended 
or calculated to supersede the obligation 
under which every Christian father or mas- 
ter of a family is laid, of practising daily 
&mily devotion, as well by the reading (and 
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exposition if it may be) of a portion of 
Holy Scripture, as by the offering of prayer 
with his household— (" as for me and my 
house we will serve the Lord ** ;") fSar less the 
stiU more imperative duty and privilege of 
strictly private prayer, and daQy self-exami- 
nation,— that searchiag of heart, that inward 
discipline of the will, that earnest and sin- 
cere oblation and abandonment of the soul 
to G-od, with which no intercommunion of 
thought and feeling between two natures, 
however close and near, not even the oneness 
of aim, and hope, and faith, with which the 
marriage bond is often blessed and strength- 
ened, must be allowed to interfere. 

Although, however, the principal aim of 
this publication is to assist the joint devo- 
tions of husbands and wives, it is thought 
that it win add to its convenience to insert a

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course of Morning Prayers for a week, which 
may be used by either of them in private : 
and these again are followed by prayers for 
the use of both together, suited to some of 
the various special occasions incident to the 
married state. 

It only remains to commend this feeble 
work and labour of love, for such it has truly 
been to the writer, to the blessing of the AU- 
mighty and AU-gracious Disposer of hearts, 
humbly entreating Him that whatever com- 
fort, advantage, and encouragement may have 
been experienced in the use of this manual 
in one instance, may be abundantly vouch- 
safed in many others.

purpose whatever he found suitable to the 
design in hand; he has prefixed in such 
instances the words Prom, or Partly from, 
to the initials, that the authors, while he 
desires to acknowledge his obligations to 
them, may not be held responsible for his 
alterations, though in some cases they may 
be inconsiderable. 

This rule however has not been followed 
with respect to those marked 9. S., which 
have been taken from the Ancient Liturgies. 
In the translation of these he found it con- 
venient to use such freedom of alteration, 
omission, or general adaptation, that scarcely 
any one can be said to be a literal translation 
throughout. And this being understood, it 
was thought sufficient and preferable to place 
the before-mentioned initials in connection 
with them, with a letter added, to shew the 
exact Liturgy from which each collect was 
obtained. 
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A few of these Ancient Liturgies appear 
in aa English translation by several hands in 
the well-known collection by Dr. Brett, 
1720 ; but most of these, and many others, 
had been collected in two vols. 4to. by Re- 
nandot, Paris, 1716.
